South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana—and of 
northern states like New York, where the 
people had no chance to express themselves 
at primaries and where the Ctegates were 
picked by the boeres. 

“In spite of these odds, agalnst me. T ob- 
tained a clear majority of all the delegates 
elected to the convention. In my campaign 
I again and again stated that if the people 
decided against me I would have nothing to 
say, but that if they decided for me and the 
politicians then robbed me of the victory I 
would not silently and tamely acauiesce. 


Opponents Use Foul Means, 

“It was already evident that my oppo- 
nents, with Mr. Taft's encouragement in- 
tended to beat me by foul means if they 
could not do so by fair means. : 


“ The crucial but not the only step in the 


conicerted and hitherto successful effort to 
cheat the people out of the victory they had 
fairly won war taken up by the now defunct 
national committee which, without one show 
of justification and with cynical contempt of 
the most ordinary rulee of decency, in making 
up the temporary roll call unseated ninety 
fairly elected Roosevelt delegates and sub- 
stituted for them ninety Taft delegates who 
in the convention represent nothing what- 
ever but euccessfu] fraud.

Fraudulent Votes Elect Root. 

Mr. Root was elected and Gov. Deneen’s 
motion for partially cleansing the roll of 
fraud was defeated by the vote ot these 
ninety frauculent delegates; the last being 
a vote on a straight moral lesue, the result 
of which in my judgment ought to render 
it impeseible for any man longer to take part 
in the proceedings of the convention as now 
constituted. The majority in each case was 
slightly over fifty. 

In each case, therefore, if it had not been 
for the hitherto successful rascality which 
placed these fraudulent delegates on the rol! 
and permitted them to vote, the cause of 
decency would bave won; Mr. McGovern 
would have been elected in place of Mr. Root, 
Gov. Deneéen’s motion would have prevailed, 
and the Republican national convention 
would now have been exercising in good faith 
the high, honorable, and vitally important 
function of honestly representing the wishes, 
the judgment, and the interests of the plain 
people who make up the mass of the Repub-, 
lican party. 


Convention Represents Fraud. 

“Instead, it now represents nothing but 
successful political fraud perpetrated in the 
interest of political and financial privilege. 

“TIT understand that Mr. Root has an- 
nounced that no one of the stolen delegates 
will be allowed to vote on his own case, but 
that all will be allowed to vote on one an- 
other's cases. Such a ruling is a sheer de- 
nial of justice and fair play. 

“All these ninety fraudulent delegates 
were seated at the same time by the votes 
of the same nationa] committeemen to serve 
the same purpose. The credentials commit- 
tee appointed to try their cases includes 
three of thelr own number, from the states 
of Washington, Arizona, and Texas, where 
the delegations were stolen en masse. This 
committee selected as its chairmen the 
Guggenheim delegate from Colorado, who 
had already, as nationel committeeman, as- 
sisted in initiating the frauds upon which 
he is now to sit in judgment.

committee to make a show of generosity by 
unseating some, while retaining a number

Lean 2 N Nomination. 
“ Moreover, it is well to remember that 


the fraud is equally great and equally repre- 
hensible, whether the fraudulent delegaivs 


actually vote on the nomination for president | 


or whether they are merely used to create a 
situation which renders it unnecessary for 
them to vote on the nomination for president. 
If the roll is not purged en masze of these 
fraudulently elected delegates the whole 
election of the convention is tainted. 

The committee on rules, against the protest 
of the progressive members, has just provided 
for the perpetuation of the national commit- 


| tee in the form responsible for the scanda- - 


lous outrages which have at this moment 
brought the Republican party to the breek- 
ing point? and they have explicitly refused 
to recognize the principle of popular presi- 
dential primaries and have made the na- 
tional committee supreme over the people in 
the matter of primaries. 


Respectable Men Aid Unscrupulous. 

Unfortunately in our political life the un- 
serupulous man who commits wrongs such 
as these can usually count on having some 
respectable men support him, and other re- 
spectable men oppose him but cease ther 
opposition at the point when it would become 
really effective. 

In this connection the unscrupulous men 
who are the leaders have already received 
support from the former clase of respectable | 
men; and they count upon seeing representa- 
tives of the latter class, who heve hitherto 
voted against them, fear to take the decisive 
step of sundering connection with the frau- 
dulent convention itself. 

“Such are the facts about the national 
convention as now constituted. I decline any 
longer to be bound by any action it may 
take. I decline to regard as binding any nom- 
ination it may make. I do not regard sue- 
cessful fraud and deliberate political theft 
as constitut!ng a title to party regularity, or 
a claim to the support of any honest man of 
any party. 

IT hope that the honestly elected majority 
will at once !nsist upon the immediate purging 
of the roll in {ts entirety and not piecemeal 
by the convention. 

“If this purging is not accomplished 1 
hope the honestly elected delegates will de- 
erer -omnection with a conven- 
tien whose action is now determined, and bas 
hitherto been determined. bv a wa torte 
which is made a majority only by the action 
of the fraudulent delegates whom the con- 
vention hat refused to strike from the rolls.

Commends Arid Lands Reclamation. 

In this connection the platform also recom- 
mends the continued reclamation. of arid and 
swamp lands, and more liberti)- homestead 
provisions, in order to encourage the set- 
tlement of. the reclaimed region. This is the 
universal demand of the northwestern sec- 
tion of, the country, which complains of the 
diversion of settlement from their lands to 
Canada on account of the more liberal home- 
steading rights offered north of the border. 

There is another conservation plank re- 
lating to waterways, a general development 
of which is urged. The federal supervision 
of Mississippi river levees with a view to 
reducing the damage done by floods also is 
recommended. 

The woman suffrage plank is regarded as 
an out and out concession to the Roosevelt 
men, whose proposed platform contains an 
unqualified declaration in favor of allow- 
ing women to vote in all national elections. 


Modified Suffrage Plank. 

But the conservatives were unwilling to 
go quite that far. They will recommend to 
the resolutions committee a modified plank, 
which will commit the party merely to equal 
suffrage in state elections. At the same time

The immigration plank is a declaration 


exclusion of undesirable classes of foreign- 
ers. But there is no mention of the Mteracy 
test which the Republicans in congress are 
attempting to engraft upon immigration reg- 
ulations. 

The labor plank closely resembles the 
declaration of four years ago in regard to 
the issuance of injunctions. It does not meet 
the approval of Gompers and other labor 
leaders, who want the kind ofa radical plank 
which was in the last Democratic platform.

Fought by Christian Scientists. 

This is the declaration desired by the Amer- 
joan Medical association, which Is working 
for the establishment of a department or 
bureau of public heaith. 
The movement ts being stubbornly resisted 
by the Christian Scientists and various 
schools of medical healers on the ground that 
it would result in interfering with the prac- 
tice of healing by any but allopathic physi- 
cians.

ROOSEVELT MIGHT 
HEAD NEW PARTY 


Says He Would Be Ready to 
Lead Progressive One if 
People Demanded. 


NOT.TO BOLT CONVENTION. 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Col. Theodore Roosevelt last night ind 
cated that under certain conditions he migat 
withdraw from the Republican party to take 
the lead in the formation of a new party. 

“If the people want a progressive party 
I'll be in it,“ he said. 

Some of the colonel's supporters urged their 
associates to precipitate the crisie in the 
convention at the earliest opportunity to- 
morrow. More conservative councils finally 
prevailed and it was decided there should be 
no bolt from the regular convention. 

It was the plan of the Roosevelt delegates 
to make their last stand on the report of the 
credentials committee. If. the seventy-elght 
delegates claimed by them to be fraudulent 
are seated, the Roosevelt forces will remain 
in the convention until the end, but will not 
vote. 

It ia their plan then to proceed to the nom- 
ination of the colonel in the Coliseum and 
claim regularity for him. 


Colonel Has Alternative Plan. 

Col. Roosevelt has not definitely committed 
himself to the latter part of this plan. He 
is considering the advisability of delaying ac- 
tion for several weeksand then tosummon an 
entirely new convention. This would not be 
held until after the Democrats have acted in 
Baltimore. 

The national cenvention itself marked time 
during the day, walting for the committee on 
credentials to conclude its consideration of 
the contested delegates. The committee 
planned to work throughout the night, so as 
to report to the convention when it meets at 
11 this morning. 

It was predicted last night that the nom- 
inating stage of the convention might not be 
reached until late Saturday. A wide lati- 


, tude of debate is to be allowed in the conven- 


tion today. 


Colonel to Run if Wanted. 

Col. Roosevelt said emphatically at night 
that he would make the independent fight for 
the presidency if he was convinced there was 
a popular demand for him. 

“TIT shall have to see if there fea popular 
demand for me to run, he said 

He added that the situation was such a 
kaleidoscopic one that it would be impossible 
for him to outline what he would do. It might 
take some time, he said, to ascertain the sen- 
timent of the people and learn whether there 
was a reasonable basis for the formation of 
what he termed a progressive party.“ 

One of Col. Roosevelt's associates who 
talked with him sald that he had declared his 
willingness to run for president if any con- 
siderable number of the delegates wished him 
to, even if he did not carry a single electoral 
district in the country. The colonet himself 
said he believed he would be able to count on 
the support of the bulk of the Republicans in 
the western states and that he would expect 
to derive considerable strength from the 


Democrats. 
Baltimore Convention’s Bearing. 
He would not express any opinion how soon 


after the adjournment of the present con- 


vention the new party would be formed, 
should such a decision be reached. Whether 
it would be held in Chicago or elsewhere, and 
whether it would be delayed until after the 
Democratic national convention were points 
upon which no information could be obtained 
from those in the confidence of the former 
president. : 

The opionion was expressed by some of his 
supporters that the outcome at Baltimore 


tion until after the nomination was made. 
Other delegates, including some of those 
from California, were in favor of withdraw- 
ing at once. 

Agreement Reached in Caucus, 

The agreement finally arrived at was 
reached at @ caucus in which were two rep- 
resentatives from each of the states having 
Roosevelt delegates, as well as those states 
from which the Roosevelt candidates for 
seats in the convention have been excluded. 

The caucus passed unanimously a reso- 
lution introduced by Henry Allen of Kansas,” 
said Col. Roosevelt in explaining the situa- 
tion. “This resolution was to the effect 
that the Republican party would not submit 
to having the nomination for president de- 
termined by theft, and, if the convention de- 
clined to seat the delegates fraudulently un- 
seated by the convention, the Roosevelt dele- 
gates would decline to be bound by any ac- 
tion of the convention. 

“A second resolution was passed later stip- 
ulating that the Roosevelt delegates would 
take part in the convention if the seventy- 
eight delegates to which we are entiled were 
saed, and if they were not seated they would 
remain in the convention and not participate 
in it.“ 

The text of these resolutione was not made 
public. 

Will Not Quit the Hall. 

Col. Roosevelt explained that the action of 
the caucus did not mean that any delgates 
would bolt, but that they reserved the right 
to take what course they preferred as to 
leaving the convention. 

Roosevelt leaders said that it was the 
unanimous decision of their men that they 
would not quit the hall. They will remain in 
their seats while the Taft program is carrieg 
through, they said, and when the convention 
is over will continue to hold their seats and 
proceed to effect their own organization. 

Col. Roosevelt made it plain that he would 
not support any compromise candidate nomi- 
nated by the convention as at present con- 
stituted. He dechined to make any statement 
in regard to Gov. Hadley or any other indi- 
vidual, confining himself to an explanation 
of his general position. 


Would Not Be Tolerated. 

Any man nominated by this convention, 
as now composed,” he reiterated, “ will not 
be tolerated by the Roosevelt delegates” 

No definite statement could be obtained 
from the Roosevelt leaders as to the number 
of delegates they believed would support this 
program. They expressed confidence that 
there would be no serious defections. 

It was explained that one of the ohief rea- 
sons of the Roosevelt delegates for deciding 
not to withdraw from the convention was 
the action taken today by the rules com- 
mittee which would enable the national con- 
vention to fill the seats thus vacated by the 
selection of other delegatea 

The plan of action adopted by the Roose- 
velt leaders is an abrupt change from the 
position which was taken by Col. Roosevelt 
and his closest associates on Wednesday, 
but he decided laet night that it was an ad- 
mission of weakness on their part, or that 
their decision not to bolt was because they 
could not obtain the support of a sufficient 
number of delegates. 


“Their Shrewdest Move.” 

“This is the shrewdest move we have 
made,” said one of the Roosevelt leaders. 
“It will enable us to hold a genuine Re- 
publican convention without having it said 
that we have bolted. Every act of the con- 
vention which ig accomplished by fraudu- 
lent votes is illegal. The action of the fraud- 
ulently elected chairman in declaring the 
convention finally adjourned will therefore 
be illegal and we shall decline to recognize 
it, as we shall every other act of the con- 
vention. We will remain in our seats and 
proceed with the nomination of Theodore 
Roosevelt after having seated the seventy- 
eight Roosevelt delegats who are ntitid to 
seats and who have been excluded.” 

After Col. Roosevelt personally had dis- 
cussed the tense situation of the afternoon, 
he had among his callers Gov. Stubbs of Kan- 
gas. Gov. Stubbs and Col. Roosevelt con- 
ferred for some time. ‘When the governor had 
left the conference room, he, too, announced 
that there will be no bolt.”

Chairman Root and Aids Stay 
with Police Guard Hour 
After Adjournment. 


“We Want Teddy” Causes Big 
Demonstration as Convention 
Stops for the Day. S 


For more than en hour after the second 
yesterfay Chairman Elihu 
Root and his alds held the platform of the 
Repudlican national convention. 

They were surrounded by a guard of twenty 
policemen in command of Assistant Chief 
Gohuettler. Senator Root had called upon 
him for assistance in protecting the rostrum, 
from a posaible invader. 

Other policemen by soores were sem 

rough the hall to clear it. Dven with-these 
forces at his command it was eixty-three 
minutes before the Taft leader consented 
to leave the platform in charge of the police- 
men. 

Then he departed with strict. orders for 
the guard to remain until the hall was empty 
and locked for the night. The reason for it? 
The big crowd thought Col. Roosevelt was 
coming into the convention hall. When it 


» found it had been misinformed it began to

demand that he change his plans and appear 


in spite of his decision to keep away. 


Yells Last Forty Minutes. 
cue only way to express its desires and 


demands was to yell. So 10,000 voices were 
raised as soon as the gavel signaled adjourn- 
ment. Then Genator Root and his associates 
also conceived the theory that Col. Roose- 


velt might enter the hall. 
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a single shout went up from the west bal- 
on y.. 
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The forcible demonstration of the crowd 
‘continued nearly forty minutes. It was al- 
most as emphatic as the one twenty-four 
hours before.. At times there were brief 
lulls, but it swung back in full force and so 
Senator Root, Secretary Lafayette Gleason, 
Sergeant at Arms Stone, Senetor Penrose, 


and the center of the platform forces re- 


mained. 

Every effort was made to break the 
strength of the display of énthusiasm for the 
colonel. A cheer leader who valiantly swung 
his straw hat back and forth with rhythmic 
regularity ever the edge of the balcony was 
seized by the police, but was released when 
their action was hissed. 

A threat that the lights would be turned 
out» was made from the platform without 
avail. An effort of the police to “shoo” 
out the enthusiasts was foiled by their cir- 
cling around the bluecoats and returning to 
their seats. When they left it was only be- 
cause they finally had been convinced the 


man they wanted would not appear. 


New Session Starts at 4:06. 

The afternoon session beat the morning 
record for brevity by three minutes: Be- 
ginning at 4:66 ft lasteg perhaps a fraction 
of a second over one minute. As at noon, 
Floor Leader Watson of the Taft forces an- 
mounced the credentials committee would 
not be able.to report and moved an adjourn- 
ment. 0 

The afternoon meeting was preceded shortly 
by a message to those on the platform that | 
Col. Roosevelt said he would not enter the 
convention hall, although reports to the ef- 
fect he would endeavor to address the crowd 
had been received. 

With this statement as a denial that the 
session was abbreviated for fear of his ap- 
pearance, the convention officers agreed to 
an immediate recess until 11 o' clock this 
morning. The trouble was that the crowd 
did not receive the message concerning Col. 
Roosevelt's plans. The gavel sounded and

By this time there were twenty uniforms 
in sight. Schuettler arranged them with 
military precision in a border around the 
semi-circular platform and went imo con- 
ference with the genator. 

The convention officers kept their seats at 
the rear of the platform, watching the ef- 
forts of the special details to clear the bal- 
dony directly behind them. When a majority 
of these seats had been emptied, those in 
the other sides of the balcony! began to leave. 
Another conference with Schuettler, the sub- 
ject of which he refused to disclose, and the 
convention officers left by way of the Coll- 
seum annex. This was at 5:10. 

As the last the spectators filed out, As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler, Capt. Healy, Capt. 
Bauder, and half a dozen patrolmen held the 
platform. 2 


Crowds Enter Coliseum. 

The various delegations began straggling 
into the Coliseum for the morning session 
about 11:30, the crowds at the doors aut- 
side forcing them to enter singly. The band 
began playing popular airs at 11 o'clock 
and continued until, the gavel fell. The 
music was varied by a woman singer. 

Scarcely any notice was taken of the ar- 
rival of Chairman Root, who stood for a 
moment the target for a battery of photog- 
raphers. 

The gavel fell a few minutes after noon 
and the Rev. Dean Walter Sumner of the 
Cathedral of 88.

Gov. McGovern Emphatically 
‘Denies Visit to Roosevelt 
Campaign Managers. 


“Wisconsin wants nothing so Much as the 
chance to help found a new political party, 
a party of progressives.”’ 

That was the flat declaration last night of 
a man who has been closely assoclated with 


the La Follette movement, and who has an 


intimate knowledge of the present division 
in the Wisconsin delegation pledged to La 
Follette.

La Follette's spokesmen, at his headquar- 
ters in the Grand Pacific hotel, have ma de no 
announcement of their intentions. In fact, 
they are suppressing all that is going on 
not only n their own councils but among 
their followers. But there were plenty of 
signe yesterday that the La Follette backers 
would cease opposition to Roosevelt if they 
could thereby manage to place tfeir candi- 
date among the leaders of a new party. 

Walter Houser, the La Follettte manager, 
continued to make his routine denial that the 
Wisconsin delegation would leave the Coll- 
seum convention or that it would vote for any 
candidate except La Follette under any cir- 
cumstances, and other La Follette backers 
were wondering how good their candidate's 
chances would be in 1916 if he helped Col. 
Roosevelt found a new party this year. 


Talks of La Follette’s Hopes. 

“It is like this,“ the Wisconsin man sald. 
“La Follette has made ‘Principles, not 
men,“ his slogan. Wisconsin has adopted it. 
Tae delegation understands that. It knows 
tuat it cannot continue to sit with the ma- 
chine convention at the Collseum if a break 
is made by the progressives. 

La Follette knows now he cannot be nom- 
inated thistime. He will not throw his sup- 
port to Roosevelt in, the Coliseum conven- 
tion; he may not throw it to Roosevelt in 
any other convention; but he cannot avoid 
joining another convention if one isheld. He 
and his followers would look Ally all by 
themselves in a stand pat crowd. 

His hope was that there would be a new 
party of progressives which would make him 
its nominee for president. His hope now is 
that there will be a new party of progressives 
that will make him its nominee in 1916. And 
to gain that hope I believe he is willing. even 
to support Roosevelt. 


Order of Leader Awaited. 

“Nearly half the Wisconsin delegates are 
ready to vote for Roosevelt; the other half 
would come through if La Follette gave the 
order. The moment a chance comes to do 
something for progressive principles the 
Wisconsin delegates will havetodoit. They 
are more closely bound to these principles 
than they are to La Follette. 

Ot course La Follette is holding out now 
and of course some of his followers are angry 


at McGovern because they think he has been 


flirting with the Roosevelt managers, 
the real test hasn't come yet.” 

Gov. McGovern of Wisconsin denied with 
considerable emphasis that he had visited 
the Roosevelt managers or that Gov. Hadley 
had reached him over the telephone. 

At a meeting of the Wisconsin delegation 
late at night it was voted to obey La Fol- 
lette’s orders and to forgive and forget the 
McGovern “ ineurrection.’’ 


WASHINGTON FOR T. f. ONLY. 


Delegates from That State Declare They 
Will Vote for No Other 
Candidate. 


But 


No compromise candidate will be accept- 
able to the Washington delegation. Follow- 
ing a conference yesterday the delegates an- 
nounced that their people wanted Roosevelt 
for president and they intend to vote for no 
other candidate. 

“The people of Washington,“ one member 
of the delegation said, ‘‘ have spoken for 
Roosevelt, and they will not be satisfied with 
any other man. They believe a new era 18 
dawning in the political life of the nation and 
that Roosevelt is the man of the hour.

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Force National Committeemen to 
Back Nominee or Be Deposed. 


FAVOR PRIMARY SYSTEM. 


Plea Fails to Let States Choose Rep- 
resentative Own Way. 


A possible reason for the resignation of 
William Flinn of Pennsylvania from the na- 
tional committee is seen in one of the rules 
adopted yesterday by the rules committee. 
The new rule would require Mr. Flinn to 
‘support Taft, in case the latter were nomi- 
nated in the Republican convention. 

Flinn, who has been radically for Roose- 
velt, and heads a Roosevelt primary dele- 
gation, could not see bis way: clear to support 
Taft in case the latter should be nominated. 
He resigned Wednesday night and Henry 
Watson of Pittsburgh was given his place 
on the committee. 

Perpetuation of the steam roller, so far as 
the national committee is concerned and 
recognition of the direct primary plan of 
electing members of the committee were 
the two radical and apparently contradictory 
changes made yesterday in the rules gover 
ing the national committee by the rules 
committee of the convention. 


Plan Minority Report. 

The Roosevelt members of the committee 
did not oppose either. They will, however, 
introduce a minority report to the conven- 
tion, insisting on a reduction of southern 
representation in the comvention and upon 
the right of the various states to dictate the 
method and manner under which their 
representatives on the national committee 
shall be elected. 

‘In other respects the rules that governed 
the Republican convention of four years 
ago were adopted, 22 to 6. 

The steam roller amendment provides that 
when any member of the committee bolts or 
refuses to support the nominee of the Re- 
publican party he shall be summarily de- 
posed. 

The committee then is empowered to name 
his successor. In the past thie was dictated 
by the state central committee. 

The rules committee, however, held this 
would give to a state the opportunity to 
name to the vacancy a man holding precisely 
the same views as the member deposed. 
Therefore, it was decided the power of ap- 
pointment should be delegated solely to the 
committee itself. 


Recognize Primary System. 

Recognition of the primary system of elec- 
tion of members of the committee was con- 
tained in an amendment providing that 
“when state laws provide for the election 
of a national committeeman such election 
shall be considered a nomination to be carried 
into effect by the delegation from said state. 

“Under this change a state electing its 
national committeeman by direct primary 
vote would.take from its convention delega- 
tion entirely the right to name any other 
nominee. 

The adoption of this amendment, however, 
was not accomplished until the primary sys- 
tem had been severely criticised in debate. 

“I want to say Arkansas has the primary 
system,” said H. L. Rennal of that state, 
and to it is to be attributed the disgrace 
we bear by having Jeff Davis as a representa- 
tive in the United States senate. The law is 
a disgrace, and some day we will wipe it off 
our statute books.” 


Gov. Carroll Attacks Plan. 

Former Gov. Carroll of Iowa said the only 
difference between the old system in Iowa 
and the new primary plan was that the 
present lea were more bossy bosses 
than their predecessors. Ezra Elliott of 
Colorado was equally vigorous in his attack 
on the primary system. 

It was denied that the changes were made 
either to prevent any further serious insgur- 
rection in the national committee or to throw 
a sop to the progressive states. 

“The national committee realized it was 
proceeding with rules that were not official,”’ 
explained D. J. Lake of Connecticut. “Asa 
result it named a subcommittee of three 
members several months ago to consider 
necessary changes, long before the present 
controversy in the convention was foreseen. 
Therefore the changes are nonpartisan.” 

Marshal Stimson of California sought in 
vain to commit the committee to the propos!i- 
tion of permitting the states to dictate the 
manner in which they should elect their rep- 
resentatives on the national committee. He 
submitted three amendmente to this effect, ail 
of similar tenor, and each was voted down as 
it was offered. 

The rules as adopted will govern the pres- 
ent convention. but the change in that cec- 
tion of the rules affecting the national com- 
mittee will not become effective until the

HOTELS CHANGE PLANS. 


Glad to Have Delegates Stay; 
Final Ticket Coupons to 
Allow Admittance. 


The Republican national convention may 
continue in session until next week. The

“I have notified him 
that in conformity with the terms of the 
lease the committee wishes to reserve the 
Coliseum in its present condition with all the 
convention arrangements for next week.” 


“Taking No Chances.” 

„How long do you anticipate the Coliseum 
will be needed next week? Mr. New was 
asked. 

I haven't the slightest idea.“ he replied, 
„ but we are taking no chances.” 

Hotel managers started during the day to 
change their own plans. Most of them had 
expected the convention crowds would be 
depariing in droves not later than tonight. 

State delegations and individuals have 
made convention reservations for the week 
only. The contracts with the hotels usually 
read for not less than four days.” 


Final Ticket Coupon Good. 

As to admittance tickets it was the ar- 
rangement made when the tickets were print- 
ed that the final coupon, good for admittance 
on the fifth day, Saturday, would be good for 
all succeeding sessions. While the committee 
on arrangements has taken no decisive 
action in this detall, it was understood at 
night that this arrangement will receive the 
indorsement of the members should the con- 
tingency arise. 

Expecting the presidential nomination will 
not be made before Saturday many visitors 
and some delegates from neighboring states 
and from Illinois rushed home during the day 
to clean up their business affairs and get 
some clean laundry.

POLICE CHIEF DEPOSES HIM. 


Other Bluecoats on Duty at Convention 
Receive & Warning. 


Though Mayor Harrison yesterday declared 
there were no policemen involved in the 
ticket scandal at the Coliseum, Chief of 
Police McWeeny gave the big special detail 
a curtain lecture and Assistant Chief Schuet- 
tler relieved Lieut. Burns from further duty 
at the Republican convention. 

Burns has had chatge of the squad guard- 
ing the alley entrances of the Coliseum ever 
since the convention began. With his re- 
moval Schuettler installed three lieutenants 
—Duffy, Hutchinson, and Madden—in com- 
mand at the rear of the building. When the 
first rumors of Burns’ conduct reached 
Schuettler on Wednesday, he defended his 
subordinate and said he would “ have to see 
for himself.“ After the removal Schuettler 
said he saw.“ : 


Schuettler Sees for Himself. 

“T had been informed that Lieut. Burns 
had been admitting friends and others with 
influence, but without tickets, but I had to 
be shown,” said Schuettler. ‘Soon after 
the doors opened this morning I detected 
the Heutenant passing a man and two wom- 
en, one of them the wife of a judge, and then 
I told him to go.”’ 

There were other changes in the police 

lineup, but the names of the displaced of- 
ficers could not be learned. 
* The aids to Chief Doorkeeper John J. Han- 
son were also given a scolding, and the 1,200 
assistant sergeants-at-arms were compelled 
to take their places in line and file in the 
same as guests. Special guards were placed 
at the various windows to prevent people al- 
ready inside the structure from dropping 
their credentials to waiting friends. 


McWeeny Warns the Police. 

Chief McWeeny assembled the convention 
brigade, 250 strong, in the annex quarters 
of the sergeants-at-arms, and in vigorous 
language stated that any policeman conniv- 
ing at doorkeepers or others admitting per- 
sons not carrying proper credentials would 
be taken before the trial board. 

The mayor admitted that some policemen 


might not have shown sufficient politeness’ 


in turning men and women away, but said 
the policemen were concerning themselves 
deeply over the safety of the big crowds.

NO WANAMAKER GAINS. 


Roosevelt Delegates in Pennsyl- 
vania Fail to Support 
Philadelphian. 


With the prospect of the Roosevelt and 
Taft forces getting together growing less 
every minute, the Taft men began an earnest 
search for a running mate to put up with the 
president, should he be nominated by a par- 
tlal convention. 

A lineup of the states in the interest of 
Vice President Sherman was started yester- 
day by several New York leaders. It brought 
forth anything but results flattering to the 
present vice president. That Congressman 
McKinley and the other Taft leaders wish to 
see the Taft-Sherman ticket in the field again 
is admitted in all sections, but eo far the 
leaders have refused to align themselves with 
that combination. 


Wanamaker Loses Ground. 

One boom quietly fostered from several 
sources took a suddem drop’ during the day, 
when friends of John Wanamaker of Penn- 
syivania failed to obtain any enthueiasm for 
his candidacy, either at the convention hall 
or at several caucuses started by the Taft 
Pennsylvania delegates. Mr. Wanamaker, 
who hurried to the convention from Europe, 
ie in an eagerly receptive mood, but his 
inability to get the Pennsylvania Roosevelt 
delegates to take his candidacy seriously has 
affected the boom.

Colorado was said to be willing to give its 
twelve votes to Sherman, as was Utah, Ne- 
vada, and Washington. The word was 
passed about to the southern delegations that 
Mr. Taft was preparing to ask for the renom- 
ination of the present presiding officer of the 
senate, but most of the delegates when ques 
tioned assumed a show me attitude.

This is the opening paragraph of the re- 


port on methods and standards for certified 


milk just adopted by the American Associa- 
tion of Medical Milk Commissions and pub- 
lished as the June 14, 1912, report of the 
public health and marine hospital service. 

The steps to be taken by a community to 
get certified milk are as follows: 

“ Sanction for a commission with the right 
to use the word ‘ certified ’ is to be had from 
the above named association through its 
secretary, Dr. O. P. Geier of Cincinnati. 


The commission having been formed, it | 


may receive applications from any who de- 
sire to enter into contract with them. 


so 

“ The commission investigates the appli- 
cants and decides whether or not any or all 
of them are equipped to produce milk up to 
the certified standard. With those that pass 
they then enter into contract. 

he commission contracts to allow the 
milkmen contracting to use the label, Cer- 
tified by —— medical milk commission,’ and 
to provide for such inspection as is provided 
for in the contract. 

“The milkmen contracting agree to live 
up to the ninety-seven requirements of the 
contract and to pay the cost of the required 
inspection service. 

“The ninety-seven provisions of the con- 
tract relate to the milk, the herd, the help- 
ers, and stable and milkhouse hygiene. 
Some of them are: 

“The milk must be fresh—less than thir- 
ty-six hours old. 

“It must be cold—under 45 degrees. 

“It must be clean. 

At must have a low bacterial count—less 
than 10,000. 

“It must be produced from cows proven 
free from tuberculosis by the tuberculin test, 
and otherwise healthy as certified by a vet- 
erinarian. 

“The cows must be properly housed in 
sanitary barns. 

“The handling of the milk must be by 
clean, healthy men employing clean meth- 
ods.” 


~~ 

In order that these results may be accom- 
plished there must be a corps of bacteriolo- 
gists, physicians, veterinarians, and inspec- 
tors, and these must make systematic inspec- 
tions at short intervals. 

The requirements of the contract are set 
forth in great detail. 

With this report as a manual, a certifying 
commission will know just what todo. The 
purchaser of certified milk should read this 
document that he may know what he has 
a right to expect when he buys this milk at 
double the market price of milk. 

Milk made by men holding such a cou- 
tract is entitled to the confidence of the com- 
munity. Those who seek to cheatin the use 
of the term certified milk are not entitled 
to such confidence. 7

In the development of a child the growing in of 
a membrane to divide the nose from the mouth 
takes place rather late. The mémbrane (both the 
hard and soft palate) grows as a plate comirg 
down from each side and finally growing together 
in the middle. This is the way it happens in the 
mouth. The lips follow a somewhat different plan. 
It sometimes happens that halves do not eompletely 
unite—then we have cleft or split palate. It should 
be operated on. The earlier the better, because the 
child must learn to use the muscles differently in 


talking.

Do you mean that 
milk left from one day's supply to the next 
is not safe to use? Why is it that sour milk 
is supposed to be more wholesome and bene- 
ficial than fresh milk? Do you consider cer- 
tified mik enough better to warrant the addl- 
tional price? Do you think milk left stand- 
ing in the glass bottle in which it is received, 
with the cap on, fit to use in the raw state 
next day?“ > 


REPLY. 

Milk properly kept—covered, cold, and clean-—is 
safe to use when left from one days supply to the 
next. That is, it is safe for everybody except chil- 
Gren under 2 years of age. Children under 2 
shoulds not use milk which has stood a day in the 
refrigerator. Occasionally, and for some people, 
properly soured milk is better than fresh milk, but 
this is, by no means, an argument for old milk. If 
the certified milk is certified by a certifying body 
holding a permit to certify, the certified milk for 
the baby is worth the difference in cost.

St. Paul, Minn., June 17.—[To the Friend 
of the People.]—Will you kindly advise me 
through your columns on the following: 
My first wife died in 1904, leaving three 
children. I had no home for them and 
little money, and a brother took the 
youngest. a girl 17 months old, to keep 
for me. There was no written or verbal 
agreement as to length of time he was 
to keep her or amount I would be re- 
quired to pay. In fact, it was not un- 
derstood that I was to pay anything un- 
less I cared to. They merely said they 
would keep her until I had a home for 
her. A short time since I was fortunate 
enough to get a little better position, 
with a little increased salary. When my 
brother heard of this he wrote me asking 
for money and wanted $5 per month for 
music lessons, ete., for the girl. 
stated his wife’s health was poor and 
she did not feel able to keep my chiid 
longer, and also stated that their finan- 
cial affairs were such that they could not 
afford to keep the child without help. 

I have married again and have a good 
home, and I immediately wrote saying 
I would take the child to my own homo 
and told them I would not leave her there 
and pay for her support there, because 
I have a good home for her and would 
take her. They have refused to let her 
come or let my wife bring her to my 
home. 

What can I do about this? I want the 
child to raise under my own guidance. 
I don’t feel disposed to leave her with 
them and pay for her support there 
when 1 have a home of my own for her 
in a beautiful city, where the educ:- 
tional advantages are unsurpassed, both 
for common school and for university. 

The brother lives in Pennsylvania and 
I live in Madison, Wis. Will I have to 
go to Pennsylvania to take any action in 
this matter, or can I handle it without 
going there? Can I be held or prose- 
ented for kidnaping if I should go there 
and take the child without their permis- 
sion and remove her to Wisconsin?

THEIR WORK AND THEIR POLICHES, |

Lawrence F. Abbott in the Outlook Shows How the Colonel Gained Foe, 
Friends; Says the President Has Made Too Much of the 
“Law” in His Administration. 


and 


Theodore Roosevelt probably has a greater 
number of devoted friends and a greater 
number of unreconellable opponents and bit- 
ter enemies than any American public man 
has had since the days of Jefferson and Jack- 
son. Neither friend nor foe can have an in- 
telllgent understanding of his position in the 
present presidential campaign without re- 
viewing his connection with national politics 
during the last three years. 

The present article is written by one of his 
friends who has complete confidence not only 
in his personality. but in his political philos- 
ophy. The purpose of the article is to show 
without argument by a simple avd human 
though impartial statement of facts that 
from the day when he left the presidency in 
1000 to the present time Mr. Roosevelt has 
continuously and consistently advocated cer- 
tain fundamental principles in government, 
that his campaign has not been one of attack 
upon Mr. Taft, but that he has criticised Mr. 
Taft incidentally and incidentally defended 
himself from attack; and that during the last 
three years he has pursued a constructive 
course and outlined and defined a construct- 
ive policy. 

The present writer, one of a group of news- 
paper men who met Mr. Roosevelt in Khar- 
tum when he emerged from the African wild- 
erness in the spring of 1910, has been inti- 
mately associated with him during the last 
two years. He believes the facts presented 
are accurate. 

— 

In 1008 Mr Roosevelt declined the Repub- 
lican nomination, which he could easily have 
had. In fact, the party tried everything in 
its power to make him take it, but he stood 
by his public statement made in 1904 that 
he would not take the nomination in 1008 
even if it were offered to him. In keeping 
this promise it is quite within the bounds 
of truth to say he worked harder to prevent 
his nomination in 1908 than most presidential 
candidates have to work to capture a nom- 
ination. 

Mr. Roosevelt having eliminated himself, 
it was necessary for the Republican party 
in 1908 to find a candidate who would be 
considered by the country capable of carry- 
ing out the uncompleted program of the 
Roosevelt administration. The chief feature 
of this program was the establishment of 
successful principles and methods by which 
the great railway corporations and indus- 
trial trusts of the country could be 
brought under government control. 

The three prominent figures in the party 
at that time, next to Mr. Roosevelt, were 
Gov. Hughes of New York, Secretary Root, 
and Secretary Taft. Gov. Hughes had not 
then won the national confidence he after- 
wards enjoyed. Mr. Root was a man of 
presidential timber, and, in my judgment, 
would have made a great ‘president. But 
there was at that time such a feeling of 
antagonism towards the great corporations 
and so-called trusts it was believed Mr. 
Root’s reputation as a corporation lawyer 
would endanger his election. This feeling 
was especially strong in the western states. 
Mr. Taft was left as the only available can- 
didate. 

~~ 

His selection—unquestionably determined 
by Mr. Roosevelt more than by any other 
agency in the party—was acceptable not only 
to the leaders, but to the great body of Re- 
publicans throughout the country. 

He was believed to understand Mr. Roose- 
velt's philosophy and principles of govern- 
ment, and to be in sympathy withthem. Mr. 
Reosevelt entered into the campaign for M1 
Taft's election with his characteristic enthr 


siasm and tireless vigor. His critics have 
said he alone nominated and elected Mr. 
Taft. 

Unfortunately, some of Mr. Taft's advisers 
took this.view of the case. and between thr 
dute of his election and his inauguration in 
1900 urged Mr. Taft to separate himself su 
thoroughly from any Roosevelt associations 
that his administration would create its own 
policies, and that thus he might be renor'- 
nated and reélected in 1912 on his own in4i- 
vidual merits, without any taint of Roosc- 
veltism.”’ 

When Mr. Roosevelt succeeded to the 
presidency on the death of Mr. McKinley he 
promised to carry out Mr. McKinley's poli- 
cies. This he did loyally. He retained in his 
cabinet all the members of Mr. McKinley's 
cabinet, and it was not until his administrs 
ticn was well under way and the great ccri 
strike of 1902 broke out that the Roose’: it 
pu.lcies regarding labor, conservation, trust 
control, and the Panama canal, which have 
ncw become historically associated with his 
administration, were developed. 

~~. 

The personal relations of Mr. Roocevelt 
and President Taft are perhaps not of pro- 
found importance, but the foregoing refer- 
ence to them is necessary to make clear Mr. 
Roosevelt's political course since he left the 
presidency in 1909. 

Mr. Roose'velt arrived in New Yorw from 
Africa about the middle of June, 1910. Even 
his political opponents can hardy have for- 
gotten the wonderful welccme he reccived 
from all classes and political beliefs 

At the time of his arrived political contro- 
versy involving issues in the gubernatorial 
campaign of the state was in full swing. 
Some of the younger leadere in the party 
asked him to gointo the campaign. They said 
it was not fair to decline, that they were 
henestly trying to purge the Republican party 
of the state of some of its corrupt elements 
that he had repeatedly urged in the past that 
it was the duty of every citizen to fight po- 
litical corruption, that they needed his help, 
and that he ought to carry out his promise 
just made in the response to Mayor Gaynor 
to.do his part so far as he was able. 

“If that is the way you feel about it,” wes 
his reply, “I will take hold and do what 
I can, but I warn you that there is hardly 
a fighting chance of success, and that we 
may all go down in ignomfnious defeat to- 
gether. 

Justice Hughes, then governor of New 
York, urged him to enter the fight for the 
direct primary in New York. He responded 
to this call. The result is a matter of record 
Mr. Roosevelt was defeated.

Delegates and Worshipers Say 
He Could Not Release His 
Followers. 


No one was needed to lead in the cheering 
for Col. Roosevelt im the vicinity of the Con- 
gress hotel. The crowd that bombarded the 
Florentine room from early in the morning 
until late at night was able to whoop lustily 
without leading every time the colonel ap- 
peared. And, having ability, they demon- 
strated it. 

During the afternoon the colonel left his 
offices and spoke to a crowd of his delegates 
im the Florentine room. They passed resolu- 
tions saying the roll of the convention must 
be purged of its fraudulent votes or they 
would refuse to be bound by the con vention s 
actions. This was in accordance with the 
earlier demand made by Mr. Roosevelt. 

A report circulated during the morning to 
the effect that the colonel had released his 
delegates from their pledge to support him 
found few believers among the enthusiaste. 
Suggestions of other progressives met with 
a cold reception. 


Wants “Teddy and No One Else.” 

A Grand Army veteran mounted the lit- 
tle platform in the Florentine room after 
some difficulty. 

“Teddy can't release em,“ he cried. 
“They won't be released, or we'll know 
the reason why. We want Teddy and no 
one else.“ 

There was probably more coming, but that 
was all the crowd wanted. The veteran 
hobbled down from the platform in A roar 
of applause. A few doubters remained, and 
they hailed Senator Dixon as he left the 
Roosevelt suite, and implored him to tell 
what was going on. 

“The colonel has not released a delegate, 
has not considered it, and will not consider 
it.“ said the Montana senator firmly. “To 
begin with he can't do it. So what's the use 
of talking about it.“

a room rejoicing, and clambering on 
the platform sald they never believed the 
Roosevelt delegates would flinch anyway. 
Oliver J. Moore of Sioux City, Ia., one of 
the spellbinders of Wednesday’s side lines“ 
cheering action, was dragged from his chair 
and made to speak twice more. He pro- 
tested he had nothing new to say. 

„Never mind,“ shouted a chorus. Say 
the same thing over again. We.like it.” 


Doors Closed to Public. 

So. Mr. Moore told them all over again that 
while there might be many men in the coun- 
try as able as Theodore Roosevelt there was 
none other who had the complete confidence 
of the nation. Then all the enthusiasts were 
urged out of the room that it might be used 
for the afternoon conference of Roosevelt 
delegates. For that session the doors were 
closed to the public, and the crowd simply 
joined the men and women standing in the 

. corridors waiting for the colonel to appear. 

They did not have to wait long. Instead of 
returning from lunch direct to his office the 
colonel turned into the side door of the Flor- 
entine room, where he made two brief 
speeches to the loyal delegates. In the 
middle of the afternoon he left the meeting 
and fought his way through the crowd into 
his offices, police clearing the way before him 
and the shouting crowd surging in his wake. 
At the door he paused and waved cheerfully 
to the struggling audience. 

“ Don’t give up, Teddy,” “ Fight ‘em to the 
last and you'll win,” they cried in answer. 
Then they went back to the Florentine room 
and cheered the delegates when it was an- 
nounced they had refused to be pound by the 
convention action unless the roll was purged 
of the fraudulent delegates. 


Colonel’s Addresses to Delegates. 

In his two brief speeches to the loyal dele- 
gates the colonel insisted there is going to be 
no bolting from the convention by his forces, 
but declared that the legaily elected dele- 
gates who belong to his faction will not 
recognize the actions of. the conventiom as 
long as the fraudulently seated delegates are 
allowed to take part in the proceedings. 

The Roosevelt followers say the delegates 
are not in favor of holding a separate con- 
vention, unless something should arise which 
might bring such action later.

You could say nothing else, for 
the returns showed I had been instru- 
mental in bringing more Democrats 
and Taftites to Roosevelt than the 
number by which we won; so I have 
a right to speak to you at this time, 
because but for my work you would 
not have had opportunity to sling 
back into the teeth of these bullyrag- 
ging tricksters the insolent compro- 
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mise which they are so leeringly 
dangling in your vision. And with 
right to speak I say, were I the cus- 
todian of your eighteen votes, I would 
accept an all time anchorage in the 
hottest section of hell rather than en- 
tertain a proposition which could only 
be made because of the most brutal 
trickery yet birthed from _ trickery 
steeped politics. 

Today, when it becomes certain 
that further convention battling is 
useless, that the foul act of the na- 
tional committee is to stand, let no 
man of you eighteen who are in Chi- 
cago, not because of your own deeds 
alone but because of the deeds of 
those who have trusted you with 
what is dearer to them than all else. 
hesitate for an instant in joining with 
our chief in whatever way he in his 
mightily seasoned wisdom decides is 
best. Let not a single one of you 
hesitate, even though every other dele- 
gate in/the convention allows his self- 
interest, his ambition, or his fear to 
pingpong with his conscience to the 
crucifixion of his manhood. Let not 
a single one of you even listen to the 
word compromise as it has been de- 
fined in the last twenty-four hours 
by those interpreters of the national 
committee who have so foully wronged 
you, us, their party, their country, 
humanity; for not only would the lis- 
tening be an insult to your conscience 
and your manhood, but it would be 
an insult to your intelligence. 


This is the situation: 

Roosevelt has shown, beyond all 
possibility of successful dispute, that 
he is in the hearts of the American 
people. He was strong beyond all 
possibility of defeat before this foul 
act was committed, and he is doubly 
strong today; for the American peo- 
ple will never stand for having him 
and his cause crushed to the gutter 
by such acts as the world knows have 
been committed during the last week. 
Roosevelt today is stronger than he 
was when he swept the great Repub- 
lican states. I take no back water 
from any man in the country in abil- 
ity to judge the sentiment of the 
American people, and I say to you, 
unqualifiedly, that in my opinion 
Roosevelt today, after the foul wrong 
done him and his. cause has been 
heralded to the world, can get three 
votes to every one he could have got 
a month ago; and he can get three 
times as many votes, regardless of the 
heading on the ticket upon which he 
goes to the voters. No one knows 
this better than the bosses, those as- 
tute, cunning, cold blooded, sure thing 
gamblers whom you have seen during 
the last few days cynically and 
adroitly manipulating their loaded 
dice and marked cards; and these 
sure thing gamblers in the American 
people's rights and liberties will no 
more dare give battle to Roosevelt 
and his legions than they would to 
the devil. 


Their game is Compromise—compro- 
mise is the top, sides, bottom, roof, and 
cellar of their game; and if they can 
win at it they are willing to give the 
Democratic hosts (who will take a pow- 
erful lot of licking next November be- 
fore conceding victory to the Repub- 
lican party) battle; but once they are 
sure that their compromise bluff can- 
not get by and that our chief will give 
us a third ticket, the way they will go 
over the back fence will be an inter- 
esting and edifying political object les- 
son for unborn generations of profes- 
sional politicians. Their hope today is 
not in backing down our chief, because 


their steel ribbed, .brass bound nerve, 
that would be too ridiculous for even 
but in stripping him of the support of 
just such as you eighteen of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Therefore, stand up to their gaff like 
men; stand up to their gaff like men of 
Massachusetts, and then watch the re- 
sult. 

So far as I am personally concerned 
you all know the fight I put up in Mas- 
sachusetts. You know I asked no dele- 
gateship, no honors of any sort, and that 
1 battled as I did for the cause and 
the cause alone, and I say to you un- 
qualifiedly that if I have no opportunity 
to vote and work for Roosevelt and for 
what he stands at the coming election, 
I will work harder than I did in the re- 
cent campaign for whomever the Demo- 
erats nominate, even though he be the 
devil himself; for in my opinion there 
is no great question now before the 
American people of such vital impor- 
tance to them, to the nation, and to hu- 
manity everywhere than the rebuking of 
the foul wrong by which our chief and 
our cause have been blackjacked; that 
there is no one thing so necessary to be 
done at the coming election as to show 
to the entire world that doings such

I repeat, cut this out and sew it on 
the inside—the heartside—of your waist- 
coat, eo that when you return to Massa- 
chusetts and are met as conquering 
heroes are met, with a wildly applaud- 
ing multitude of men, women, and chil- 
dren, who despise trickery, hate cow- 
ardice, and venerate courage, and who 
love the square deal, the rustle of my pre- 
diction with every heart beat will re- 
mind you of the difference between the 
acts of real men and those of the skulk- 
ing compromisors. 


Remember that never by

OTH ends of the double header sched- 
uled between the Progressives and

The playing field at Armaggedon was wet 
and heavy, but the Progressives showed a 
fot ot ginger and worked out so well that 
reports from their practice field scared the 
Steam Rollers, who heard rumors that the 
Progressives intended to invade the playing 
field and claim the victory because the op- 
posing team was not in the field for the after- 
noon game. 


Police Aid Umpire Root. 


Strenuous efforts were used to prevent the 
possibility of the Progressives thus gaining 
possession of the field. Umpire Root re- 
mained on the field and summoned the police 
to clear the hall and prevent the possibility 
of the Progressives working out. 

The first game of the double header was 
called at noon, and it was rumored that Had- 
ley had been fired off the team by Roosevelt, 
and that the Big Moose himself intended to 
pitch. That excited the populace, and they 
swarmed upon the Coliseum, but Umpire 
Root announced that the game had been post- 
poned, and after a lot of cheering and a band 
concert the crowd dispersed. 

Meantime, both teams were practicing herd, 
and the fungo hitting of the Steam Rollers 


was alarming, 


There was muoh talk of changing pitchers 
for today’s game and naming Hadley or Cum- 
ming for manager of the Progressive team. 
Also it was rumored that Manager Roosevelt 
had released a lot of his stars and told his 
men to do as they pleased. He admitted this, 
but still declared that they would be loyal to 
the team and finish the season with him. 


Keep Eligible Players Secret. 


At 4 o'clock the crowd again had assembled 
and the excitement was intense. Credentials 
had not prepared its report, so the players 
eligible were not decided. Both regular teams 
were on the field and an itmmenee crowd had 
assembled, drawn by the rumor that Manager 
Roosevelt was going to take charge in per- 
gon and pitch for his team. 

The rumor evidently frightened the Steam 
Roller managers, who, after declaring the 
game off until 11 o'clock this morning, held 
the playing field. It was rumored that the 
Progressives intended to grab the diamond 
and claim the game. 

The rain was falling heavily, penning the 
‘crowds into the grand stands and bleachers, 
but the Steam Rollers were so afraid that 
their opponents might appear, that the police 
and sergeants at arms were ordered to clear 
the stands Umpire Root remained on the 
scene with his advisers and the directors of 
the league until the seats were cleared and 
then the police were placed in charge to pre- 
vent play until the umpire calls the game at 
11 o'clock today.

Charles Banks Writes De- 
nouneing Way Administra- 
tion Treats Negroes, 


CONVENTION THERE JOKE

National Committeeman Moseley. 


Hostile to All Inde- 
pendence. 


Charles Banks of Mississippi has written 
an open letter denouncing the way the ne- 
groes of the state are treated by the adminis- 
tration. He says that National Committee- 
man Moseley bitterly opposes any colored 
man who shows any independence of spirit, 
and asserts that Moseley selects most of the 
delegates to national conventions and makes 
Mississippi state conventions a farce. 

He dares the Taft managers to publish 
data they claim to have reflecting on himself. 


Reaffirms His Statements. 

Banks’ letter says, in part: 

‘When I addressed the letter to Director 
McKinley a few days ago I intended to have 
no more to say in a public way touching the 
matter during this convention. While I 
have known that at their headquarters they 
have been trying to discredit me with every 
negro who visited them, I find now their hand 


in the open. 
First, I reaffirm the statements made in 


my letter oflast week. They claim they have 


some data they could publish which would 
réfiect much discredit upon me. I call upon 
them to publish it and insist that they vouch 
for the truthfulness of the same. 


Trusted with Sums of Money. 

„Ag to the matter of their trusting me with 
@ few hundred dollars, I again assert that it 
was their proposition. They say I had the 
money several weeks; that ie untrue. It was 
mot over fifteen or twenty days before the 
convention. The impression they aim to 
create is obvious. 

“In support of myself I desire to refer them 
to the following firms at Memphis, Tern., 
each of whom have carried a debit against 
me, based mainly on my word, during the 
last twelve months, ranging from $10,000 to 
$40,000: Messrs. Stewart Gwynn company, 
Mesera. W. A. Gage & Co., Messrs. George 
T. Webb & Co. I also refer them to any one 
else, also to the governor of the state of 
Mississippi, with whom I am personally ac- 
quainted and with whom I have had deal- 
ings, and my own attorney, one of the leading 
attorneys in my county. 5 

** Now, as to the bribery publications, back 
of which is the Taft management, I would 
state that the man Shumpert, who is. a 
preacher, stated to a man here asa delegate, 
who is in my employ in Mississippi as an at- 
torney, and who. holds a mortgage against 
Shumpert’s home now long past due, that he 
desired sufficient help to pay same, and when 
he called to see me I promised to do what I 
could to help him. I have helped him before 
these days, and when he tries to create false 
Impressions he knows better than any one 
else that he does less than a man, saying 
nothing of being a minister of the gospel. 

“As to the man Buckley, whose affidavit 
they publish, he represents nothing and could 
not be here now by the free and untrammeled 
expressed desire of the Republicans of his dis-

holders, janitors, professional jurors of his 
selection, Democratio policemen are sta- 
tioned at the door, and some on the conven- 
tion floor. No man could enter without ha v- 
ing a ticket upon which Moseley’s name was 
printed. 


“ Republican conventions in Mississipp! are | 
a farce, and every ‘one there knows It. 

One of his delegates selected to come here 
cannot even write his name; he has him here 
in Chicago today, having defeated at his in- 
stigation men who are creditable at home 
and would acquit themselves with credit 
here. This man whom the president sees 
proper to have control of things in Missis- 
sippi stands for stifling the Republican party 
itself in Mississippi and cannot by his 
methods have a real party respected by the 
whites or the blacks. 


Refuses to Bow to Moseley. 

“TI have told the president in the White 
House of these conditions and our objec- 
tions. He knows about them, and yet Mose- 
ley is continued the absolute boss, before 
whose scepter I refuse to bow, and when I 
reached Chicago last week I found those in 
authority systematically at work attempt- 
ing to discredit me less I might give Moseley 
trouble as national committeeman. 

“Four years ago I was the original Taft 
man in Mississippi. On visiting the manager 
in Ohio at that time I told him we wanted 
conditions improved in our state, which he 
promised, and, I believe even now, at heart 
desired fulfilled. 

The net result, however, is that we are 
now worse off in Mississippi than ever since 
emancipation. It was only after the hardest 
fight and protest that we secured any mem- 
bers of our race as enumerators of the cen- 
sus in a state where the majority of the 
population is negroes, and having some 
enumeration districts in which ®ot a single 
white man resides.”’ 


SUFFRAGISTS TO ASK $200,000. 


Suit to Be Brought Against Women’s 
Newspaper Because of Parade 
Comment. 


New York, June 20.—[Special. IA $200,000 
damage suit is to be brought by the women 
suffragists against anti-suffragists for ac- 
cusing them of hiring some of the women who 
marched in the big suffrage parade of May 4. 
This was decided at a meeting of the board of 
managers of the Woman's Political union 
today.

Letter Reveals Fact That It Was Among 
Largest Stockholders at Time of Con- 
solidation of Companies. 


New York, June 20.—Thomas R. Cutler, vice 
president and general manager of the Utah- 
Idaho Sugar company, continued today his 
testimony as to the early domination of the 
beet sugar industry by the American Sugar 
Refining company, which corporation the 
government seeks to dissolve as a trust in 
hindrance of trade.

Weeping and Screaming, Wit- 
ness Declares He Beat Two 
Senseless. 


White Plains, N. v., June 20.—Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw, testifying agafnst her husband, 
Harry K. Thaw, in his action to obtain his 
release from the insane asylum, today said 
that her husband made a proposal in New 
York in 1904 that they both commit suicide.

Woman Witness Hysterical. 
Evelyn Thaw’'s testimony was interrupted 
when Winam Travers Jerome, the leading 
attorney for the spate, suddenly called tothe 
witness stand Mrs. Busan Merrill to tell of 
Thaw. ' 

Mrs. Merrill was an unwilling witness. She 
had been kept in hiding in an ante-room this 
morning, and when the state decided to pro- 
duce her she screamed 80 loudly that those 
upetairs could hear her. Her hysteria caused 
a delay of twenty minutes. 

She said that Thaw roomed at her house 
under an assumed name and had many ctrl 
callers. On three occasions, she said, he had 
whipped giris there. She testified that on one 
ocoasion Thaw beat two young girls almost 
into insensibility and when she broke into 
the room he rushed at her. 

“I thought he would kil) us all,” she sald. 


Says 200 Girls Were Silenced. 

She added that Thaw eaild to her that if she 
ever told anything that had happened he 
would kill her, 

A letter she wrote to Thaw at Matteawan 
last January was introduced. She eaid tn it 
that four different men had called upon her 
and asked if she wae to testify at the hear- 
ing. 

“Be smart.” she advised Thaw in che le- 
ter. A man with millions is working 
against you. He wants to keep you up there 
because he is a friend of Stanford White's.” 
Under pressure of Thaw's attorney, the 
witness said she thought: the miliionaire’s 
name was Col.

“ON HORSEBACK THROUGH NIGHRRIA,” 
by J. D. Falconer, lecturer on geography in 
the University ot Glasgow, is a book which 
may be of interest to those making a study 
of Nigeria, To most others it wil) be either 
monotonous or repellent, There is little more 
adventure to this journey into the heart of 
Africa than to a trip through Sussex in spite 
of the fact that the author refers to each 
petty chieftain of a few mud huts as a “king” 
and gloats over the way he made them rub 
their foreheads in the dust when he deigned 
to visit them.

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NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. | 


In a special report on northwestern crop condi- 
tions Van Dusen- Harrington of Minneapolis say: 
During the last week general rains have fallen 
in Minnesota and North and South Dakota, and 
those districts which needed rain at the time we 
wrote our last crop letter have now received the 
required amount of moisture, putting all crops 
except corn in excellent condition. Some damage 
has been done to corn in South Dakota by cut- 
worms, and much of the seed corn did not germinate 
As a result much corn land is being resown 
either to flax, barley, or corn, Flax is still being 
sown in the state of North Dakota, but the seeding 
of all other grains is finished. While wheat and 
small grains look splendidly in all three states 
they need warm weather to hasten top growth.“ 

— 

The Price Current says: The northwestern 
spring wheat crop hae maintained an encouraging 
position and the situation reflects a present prom- 
ise of a large increase over the outcome last year 
resulting from adverse conditions which attended 
the progress of the crop. At thie time the general 
promise of the wheat crop of the country. is that 
the deficiency in winter grain in comparison with 
the record for last year will be fully offset by 
enlargement of spring grain. The crop of alfalfa 


in the west appears to be turning out in a satis- 


Shorts in July wheat, corn and oats were 
active on the buying side yesterday, and 
there was aleo an increased demand for the 
same futures from commission houses. As 
@ result there was a decided tightening up 
fm the near month in all grains. Wheat 
closed %@%c higher, corn \%c to %@ic up, 
and oats dc to %c higher. 

Offerings of wheat were not so heavy, and 
while the buying was not of large propor- 
tions, it did not take the purchase of much 
wheat to lift prices. Outside trade was not 
stimulated to any great extent, but it was 
the quite general opinion of traders that the 
Hquidation had run its course for the pres- 
ent. Consequently local traders were more 
Inclined to buy than they have been for 
some time. From the top price scored during 
the crop scare July deciined 10%c, and nat- 
urally the majority of the longs unloaded. 


Crop Pests in Southwest. 

The buying sentiment in wheat was helped 
along by the reports of grasshoppers and 
chinch bugs in the southwest, and by reports 
of too dry moisture in some parts of the 
northwest. It has been the genera) impres- 
sion that soil and moisture conditions in the 
spring wheat country have been perfect, but 
now it ie claimed that in a large section there 
ig @ great deficiency of moisture. This also 
is said to be true in southern Manitoba. In 
the southwest Weather was a little warmer, 
with no further rains of consequence.
